Police are urging vigilance 
from retailers after some 
Edmonton seniors were 
scammed into buying tens 
of thousands of dollars worth 
of iTunes gift cards. 

Dec Bill Allen said police 
are getting more than 50 calls 
a day since the end of tax sea¬ 
son from seniors who are be¬ 
ing bullied into paying taxes 
they don't owe — sometimes 


being threatened with jail 
time or deportation. 

Police have seen a "mas¬ 
sive shift"' toward scammers 
asking for the money to be 
transferred via iTunes cards, 
which they then sell for dis¬ 
counted rates on websites 
like eBay or KijijjL 

Allen said retailers need to 
develop policies that would 
have their clerks question 


purchases of that nature. 

"I would suggest that an 
SO-vear-old person walk¬ 
ing into a store to purchase 
510,000 worth of iTunes cards 
should bring out some red 
flags," he said. 

"Certainly, if they asked 
a couple of questions they 
would see that the senior 
is truly a victim of a CRA 
scam and they could pre¬ 


vent that." 

In one case, an elderly 
woman bought $ 10,000 worth 
of iTunes cards at a grocery 
store and, while still on the 
phone with the scammer, 
bought another $12,000 at 
a second store. 

The callers purport to be 
with the Canada Revenue 
Agency and. through phone 
spoofing, their numbers show 


up as such on Call I.D. 

Canada Revenue Agency 
spokesperson Randy We st¬ 
ernum said the agency does 
not use coercive language 
like the scammers, 

"We don't bully people, 
we don't harass them into 
making payments. And when 
someone has a debt, they 
know they have a debt," he 
said.

Dozens of people marched on 
the Alberta legislature Thurs¬ 
day, many clad in long dresses 
and hats, and hoisting signs of 
protest demanding the right 
to vote. 

The historical re-enactment 
was based on an actual rally 
at the same place, in October 
1914, when activists swarmed 
the building demanding an 
audience with then-premier 
Arthur Sifton. 

Thursday's rally marked a 
century of"women's suffrage 
— Sifton's government passed 
a bill allowing women to vote 
in 1916, 

“It's important with these 
milestones to reflect on the 
time we've come from and pay 
our respects to the folks, men 
and women, who worked real¬ 
ly, really hard to get women’s

Vacirca said organizing the 
rally changed the way she 
thought about the right to vote.

Many indigenous people 
couldn’t vote in Alberta until 
I960. 

The march also marked the 
beginning of a new exhibit at 
the legislature called Voices 
for the Vote, which examines 
why Alberta was among the 
first places in Canada to grant 
women the vote. 

“We looked at a sense of 
place; why Alberta, why the 
Prairies, why was it so success¬ 
ful hereV" said Al Chapman, 
manager of visitor services at 
the legislature. 

Women in Manitoba were 
the first to gain the right to 
vote provincially in 1916, fol¬ 
lowed by Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. Chapman chalks it up 
to a frontier mentality. 

“Women on the prairies as¬ 
sumed so many other roles, 
other than just the parent in 
the home and looking after 
the home,” he said. 

“They were running busi¬ 
nesses. they were running 
farms, and doing things in 
maybe other more eastern, 
urban centres they didn't do 
at that time.

Premier Rachel Motley said her 
government was “disturbed'" 
to learn South African fire¬ 
fighters were being paid so 
little for their work on the 
Fori McMurray fire, and her 
government will ensure they 
are paid better. 

“1 can say right now that 
every hour that every Fire¬ 
fighter from South Africa or 
anywhere else has worked on 
these fires will be compensated 
in accordance with our laws," 
Notley said Thursday. 

According to Work on Fire 
— the South African organiza¬ 
tion that oversees them — the 
300 firefighters who arrived in 
Alberta in late May were receiv¬ 
ing just SIS a day while on the 
ground, with an additional 535 


a day to be paid to them when 
they returned home. 

Notley said this is a dispute 
between the company and its 
workers but added people 
working in Alberta have to 
be paid higher w^nges. 

The NL>P have committed to 
pushing Alberta's minimum

wage to S15 an hour by 2018. 

“It's not acceptable to me 
and to my government that 
we would have people working 
for wages in our province that 
do not align with our labour 
laws," she said. 

According to Notley, the gov¬ 
ernment's contract paid the 


organization 5170 a day. per 
fighter, and also covered food, 
transportation and lodging for 
the workers. 

“The Government of Alberta 
engaged in a contract that was 
constructed with the under¬ 
standing that it would facili¬ 
tate minimum levels of pay 
to those firelighters , H she said. 

After the pay dispute 
emerged Thursday* the fire¬ 
fighters stood down from their 
w r ork in Fort McMurray. 

T he company Work on Fire 
said it was working on the 
issue and its crew will return 
to South Africa. 

“We're dispatching a senior 
management team to Alberta, 
Canada this evening to address 
the firefighters' concerns and 
to assist with the smooth de¬ 
mobilization of our firefight¬ 
ers and their safe return back 
home to South Africa, 14 said 
spokesperson Linton Rensburg, 
in a statement. 

He also said firefighters were 
aware of what they would be 
paid before they left South 
Africa. 

“This was discussed with 
firefighters before their de¬ 
parture to Canada.”

'the developer, Limak Invest¬ 
ments, bought a greenfield lot 
next door to the garden. But

A letter from the company, 
dated May 6, proposes the gar¬ 
den shift south, noting, ,L this 
configuration would optimize 
sun exposure for the public park, 
enabling community gardens 
and leisure uses.” 

,4s required by the city, Stun tec 
notified residents of the develop¬ 
er's proposed so they could obtain 
feedback, which will be submit¬ 
ted along with their formal ap¬ 
plication to the city. 

Justin Keats, garden direc¬ 
tor for the Oliver Community 
League, said asking for feedback 
is a normal part of the develop¬ 
ment process — but the tone of 
the letter concerned residents. 

“It led a lot of people to feel 
like this was a done deal and 
going ahead, versus that more 
greater aspect of consultation 
that's in play,” he said 

Keats stressed the community 
league is not anti-development, 
but does need more info relation 
about the tower before they're 
able to take a position.

Clark reveals past 
sex assault as teen

British ColtunbLa iTtmier Christy 
Clark has revealed she was sex¬ 
ually assaulted as a teenager. 

In a Vancouver Sun op-ed pub¬ 
lished Thursday, Clark outlined 
the reasons her government sup¬ 
ported a bill by Green Party' 1VIIA 
Andrew Weaver requiring post- 
secondary intuitions to establish 
and implement sexual miscon¬ 
duct policies. 

Clark said her own personal 
experience shaped her derision 
to support the bill and is now 
talking about it for the first time. 

'"As I sat in my chair on the 
floor of the legislature, it struck 
me: ] knew all too well why 
women stay silent. For over 35 
years. I've been one of them,"

Clark said she was 13 and on 
her way to a restaurant job in 
hum a by when the assault took 
place. 

"It was a sunny day, and I was 
walking to work at my first job. 
A man suddenly jiumped out, 
grabbed me and pulled me out 
of sight into a deep copse of 
shrubsClark wrote. 

"He didn't say anything. I 
don't even remember what he 
looked like. 1 remember wonder¬ 
ing where he had come from, 
and why I hadn't seen him. And 
3 remember being very scared. 

"Worn he pulled me down the 


little slope, it must have shifted 
him off balance. He loosened his 
grip for a moment, giving me a 
chance to wriggle away. 

“Once E got out into the sun¬ 
light. 1 tan like the wind.” 

Clark said she has never told 
anyone about the iissault until re¬ 
cently because she was ashamed 
and didn't want to make people 
uncomfortable. 

“E suppose E felt that if L hadn't 
been physically hurt, people 
would think I was self-absorbed , 
overly upset about something 
that was just part of life for my 
half of humanity," she WTOte. 
“Over the last few weeks. I've 
shared this story with female 
friends and colleagues. Almost 
every single one of them also 
had a story. Like me, none of 
them had said a word." 

She hopes Weaver’s bill will 
help other victims report, their 
assaults to authorities and get 
the support they need. 

"Sexual violence is common. 
Unfortunately, so is staying si¬ 
lent about it. Our silence makes 
it easier for those who wish to 
harm us."

REFUGEE CRISIS 

Settlement plan under budget 


The first year of the Liberal 
government's marquee Syrian 
refugee resettlement program 
came in about 1136 million 
under budget, the government 
said Thursday. 

Bringing in 25,000 people be¬ 
tween November and the end 
of February cost 3319 million, 
with the biggest costs being 
transporting and welcoming 
them, figures released by the 
Immigration Department show. 


Transportation was cheaper 
than expected, temporary mil- 
i tary housing was never used 
and neither was a contingency 
fund. Immigration Minister 
John McCallum told a House 
of Commons committee in 
explaining the cost savings. 

“The reason we spent dra¬ 
matically less than we said 
we would is because we were 
dramatically efficient," he said. 

The budget set out for the 


program last November was 
$67B million spread over six 
years. It was divided up into 
five phases - the first three 
focused on the identification, 
processing and transportation 
of refugees. 

The maximum budget for 
those three streams was STBS 
million. Those phases are over 
and figures released Thursday 
estimate SI0S.5 million was

She regrets writing the let¬ 
ter and acknowledged it was 
a mistake, her school district 
said in a prepared statement 
Wednesday. 

Leslie Rasmussen, a child¬ 
hood friend of Sumer's, also 
faced blowback for writing a 


letter. She had blamed campus 
drinking culture and political 
correctness for his drunken life 
choices. 

“1 was not there that night, 
1 had no right to make any as¬ 
sumptions about the situation," 
according to a posting Wednes¬ 
day on a Facebook page that 
appears to be Rasmussen's.

World Vision 
Canada urges 
prevention of 
child labour 

A new report says Canadian 
consumers may be unwittingly 
buying goods made by child 
labourers. 

And those who want to make 
ethical biiving decisions are large¬ 
ly in the dark about what com¬ 
panies are doing to prevent child 
labour in their supply chains, 
says the World Vision Canada 
report to be released today. 

The organization is calling for 
a new law to force companies 
that do business in Canada to 
report annually on the measures 
thev take to ensure that factories 

if 

in other countries aren't using 
minors to make products for the 
Canadian marketplace. 

"It's an issue of promoting the 
Canadian brand for responsible 
business; it's an opportunity to 
ensure that we are competitive 
too," said Simon Lewchuk, who 
has been heading up the initia¬ 
tive for World Vision Canada. 

Lewchuk said transparency 


legislation would be a way to 
pressure companies into doing 
more to prevent child labourers 
from working on goods made 
overseas. 

“■The hope is simply by re¬ 
quiring companies to report on 
this, that will then be the basis 
of a better dialogue between 
consumers, investors and these 
companies." 

The recommendation is one 
of several in the report, which 
comes one day after Canada rati¬ 


fied an International Labour Or¬ 
ganization convention on child 
labour that proclaims the min¬ 
imum age for work should be 15. 

Government documents ob¬ 
tained under the Access to In¬ 
formation Act show federal of¬ 
ficials raised the idea last year 
to then-labour minister Kellie 
Leitch, writing that if there was a 
trend among alLies to have trans¬ 
parency laws, it would “present 
an opportunity for Canada to 
show r leadership by examining 
the possibility of adopting a 
similar legislation." 


Labour Minister MaryAnn 
Mihythuk said the government 
would have to study any pro 
posal before crafting a new law. 

“We don't have child labour 
here, but some companies may 
use child labour somewhere 
along their supply chain.” she 
said in an interview ahead of 
ratifying the 1LO convention. 

Mihychuk said some multi¬ 
national companies based in 
Canada already disclose informa¬ 
tion as part of a corporate social 


responsibility agenda. 

Among those companies is 
apparel manufacturer Gildan, 
named in the World Vision Can¬ 
ada report as a model for other 
companies. 

The Quebec-based company 
regularly runs surprise audits 
of overseas factories; In 2015, it 
ran 337 such audits to ensure the 
minimum working age in factor¬ 
ies is IS, and that workers have 
adequate compensation, benefits, 
and hours of work. The results 
are posted online for consumers

Housing 
prices not 
sustainable, 
Poloss says 

Ihe bank of Canada delivered a 
warning Thursday that surging 
housing prices in the hot markets 
of Vancouver and Toronto are 
rising at an unsustainable dip. 

Governor Stephen Ifoloz cau¬ 
tioned that those climbing real 
estate prices have outpaced lo¬ 
cal economic fundamentals like 
job creation, immigration and 
income growth. 

The central bank's decision to 
weigh i n this week came after 
it saw growing evidence those 
markets were fuelled by “self 
reinforcing - expectations among 
prospective buyers and lenders, 
Poloz said. 

The bank's concern is that 
people believe the price trajec¬ 
tory will continue to point sky¬ 
ward. 

“You have to admit (there's \ 
the possibility that the price 
could actually decline,” i ] oloz 
told a news conference in Ottawa.

DECODED Sinkholes 

WHAT WENT DOWN IN OTTAWA? 


Sinkholes that open up vast chasms in the ground — sometimes big enough to swallow cars, houses or 
even three-storey buildings — may seem like Mother Mature throwing a massive tantrum. 

But there's a science to how they form. Here's how it works. 



HOW NATURAL SINKHOLES WORK 


Sinkholes can form in lots of ways. 
They're especially common in areas 
where the bedrock contains bases 

like calcfumurbtttate. which 
react with add in rainwater and 
grqondwater. Ontario's abundant 
limestone is calcium carbonate. 


Water seeps into the rock's nooks 
and crannies, dissolving it and 
opening up a cavern underground 
that may not be visible above. 


DID YOU KNOW? 

Rainwater reacts with carbon dioxide in the air to form carbonic 
acid. The acid In turn reacts with the calcium carbonate in the 
rock to form calcium bicarbonate, which dissolves easily in 

waterj That's how the rock is "eaten away" Incidentally, carbon c 
acid is also formed when carbon dioxide is dissolved under 
pressure in the tasty sugar-water-flavour solution we call soda pop! 


When it gets big enough and dose 
enough to the surface, the "roof," 
often made of clay or soil, can eave 
in, sometimes quite quickly and 
dramatically.

SINKHOLES: OFTEN OUR FAULT 

Human activity is often to blame for sinkholes: pumping of 
groundwater, construction of sewer lines, mining. A dtstu'bance 
that prevents surface water from being ab e to drain away, causing 
it to collect underground, could be a r ecipefor a sintthoue. Under a 
downtown street in Ottawa this wsex, a water mam broke, but t's 
not yet dear if the break caused the sinkhole, or the reverse.

First of all, Ramadan kareem! I 
hope you have a great holiday 
season. Secondly, good news: 
For most healthy adults, short¬ 
term fasting is considered safe, 
and, as observant Muslims know, 
pregnant and nursing women, 
small children, and people too 
sick or frail to fast are exempted. 

Anybody with a medical con¬ 
dition like diabetes, needs a doc¬ 


tor's OK before fasting. 

But even non-diabetics can 
fee the effects of low blood 
sugar during tasting, Your body's 
first-choice energy source is 
glucose from Carbs. Without it, 
you can adapt by burning fats 
and proteins, but some people 
experience shakes, weakness, 
and a touch oF brain fog even sol 

You may have a Iso heard Fast- 
i ng is good for you. As Usual. it's 
complicated. It's NOT true fast¬ 
ing ■"detoxifies" the body. You 
have a liver. You have kidneys. 
That's what they do! 


Also: Fasting, somewhat con- 
trarily to common sense, might 
not help you lose weight Studies 
show most people lose a couple 
pounds during Ramadan, but 
gain it back two weeks after. 
Some even report weight gain, 
possibly from holiday feasting 
a nd over-compensating at night. 

It's been known for decades 
that many animals live much 
longer if theyVe kept on a very 
low-calorie diet indefinitely, 
and it seems that intermittent, 
regular fasting for a few days a 
month has the same benefit. 


But the phenomenon is not as 
well-established in monkeys 
or humans. 

There has been research 
showing people who fast peri¬ 
odical ly have markers of physio¬ 
logical health, like less tummy 
flab and more stem cells in the 
blocd. But there isn't convincing 
evidence any kind of fasting 
helps you live longer as com¬ 
pared to a healthy, ba la need diet 
(she writes with a sigh of relief).

He's perhaps ALS's most famous figure 
but Stephen Hawksng has also been its 
most resilient As Oscar-winning actor 
Eddie Redmayne demonstrated in this 
biopic about the famous physicist, the 
destructive neurodegenemtive affliction 
may paralyze the body, but the mind is 
very much dynamic. Hawking has even 
lived over 50 years with the disorder. 

Jason Becker: Not 
Dead Yet ( 2012 ) 

A guitar protege in the late 80s, 

Jason Becker quickly became an 
Internationa lly- renowned virtu¬ 
oso until the determined star was 
diagnosed with ALS — just weeks 
after David Lee Roth hired him as his 
guitarist. Twenty years On and JaSorTs 
not only alive but creating music. 

The Pride of the 
Yankees (1942) 

A year after the baseball hero's 
death, Gary Cooper played sports 
legend Lou Gehrig in this cinematic 
tribute to the Yankees' star (which 
ALS was named after), A multi-Os¬ 
car nominated film. The Pride of the 
Yankees may not have demonstrated 
the full brutality of the disease, but 
it was surely the first to expose it to 
the mass audiences,

Directed by Saw correa tor 
James Wan, il H s a mas hup of 
The Exorcist and a particularly 
unnerving episode of Ghost 
Hunters and earned Farmiga a 
nomination for the MTV Movie 
Award for Best Scared-As-S—t 
Performance. 

The demon-hunting duo are 
back in theatres in The Conjur¬ 
ing 2. This time they're look¬ 
ing into the Enfield Poltergeist 
incident. Instead of a ghost in 
a house, malevolent spirits pos¬ 
sess young children who speak 
in strange voices, levitate and 
do all manner of spooky things.

The Warrens' much-docu¬ 
mented Carmen finedeker situ¬ 
ation gave us The Haunting in 
Connecticut. In a disturbing 
flick that breathes the same 
air as any movie involving evil 
spirits, a haunted house, an old 
aboriginal cemetery or former 
insane asylum, evil forces tor¬ 
ment the Snedekers after they 
move into a converted funeral 
home in Southington, Conn. 

In the real-life 19S6 event, 
the Warrens were called in and 
declared the finedeker house to 
be crawling with demons, the 
result of former funeral home 
workers practising necrophilia. 

How accurate was the mov¬ 
ie? 

“I was also told about 
scratching on the walls, blood 


and seances," Lorraine told 
MyRecordjournal.com. “That 
isn't the type of thing ... oc¬ 
curring within the house at 
all. The movie is very, very 
loosely based on the actual 
investigation." 

The eerie couple's most cele¬ 
brated case happened at 112 
Ocean Ave. in Amityville, Long 
Island. 

Known as The Amityville 
Horror, their look into the Lutz 
family's outrageous claims 
of supernatural terror after 
moving into the large house 
where Ronald DeKeo, Jr. shot 
and killed six members of his 
family, has been the subject 
of 10 movies and a number 
of books. 

“The case itself has affected 
our persona! lives more than 
any other case we’ve ever 
worked on in 5-1 years of re¬ 
search," Lorraine said.

plicating her strategy is John, 
played by Lthan Hawke, a part- 
time professor who initially asks 
her to read the first chapter of 
his novel but quickly becomes 
a love interest. The resulting 
love triangle — he’s married to 
Georgette (Julianne Moore) — 
teaches Maggie to make fewer 
plans and embrace the myster¬ 


ies of the universe, 

“J was looking for something 
that could be funny, could be set 
in Mew York and that 1 could con¬ 
nect to,” says Miller, who adapted 
the screenplay from an unpub¬ 
lished novel by Karen Rinaldi. 
"Some months before 1 received 
the chapters Julianne Moore told 
me the story of a woman who 


hacl left her marriage, started 
a new family, blended a family 
and found herself in an organiza¬ 
tional pickle. She constantly had 
to figure out other people's ski 
holidays and things. I wondered

it was kind of in the air and it 
felt very real to me.

The script of Maggie’s Han 
suggests Miller may be a spiritual 
cousin of Woody Allen. Actually, 
she's the daughter of legendary 
playwright Arthur M LLler, but the 
way she writes about neurotic 
Mew Yorker's here has more in 
common with Allen than her 
dad's realist morality plays. With 
a great deal of humour she details 
the lives of smart but not terribly 
aware New Yorkers. 

“On a totally practical level I 
wanted to make a movie in New 
York because J was living here," 
she says. "We lived in Ireland for 
years as our primary home and 
then we shifted It here fora time. 
J was excited to be here but 1 had 
youngish children in the house 
so for me to live and work in 


the same place was important. 

“I have a real love for (New 
York). When you have been liv¬ 
ing here forever you don't neces¬ 
sarily appreciate it but when you 
come back to the place suddenly 
every thin g looked so beautiful 
and appealing and wonderful. 
All my love and feelings for the 
exact places that are in the movie 
spilled out onto the screen" 

She also included at least one 
incident from her life. In one 
funny scene a diameter expresses 
displeasure by burning a manu¬ 
script and returning the ashes to 
its author.

“It wasn’t a book they had 
written, to be fair. It was only a 
book they had lent to me and J 
was angry at them so l burned it.

Filmmaker 
aims to touch 
audience with 
art, not dogma

The documentary Koneline: 
Our Land Beautiful is often 
misrepresented by the media, 
but that’s just fine with film¬ 
maker Nettie Wild. She 
wouldn't want the movie to fit 
into a neat little box, anyhow. 

"A lot of the media, because 
they have a short amount of 
time to grasp the story and 
even shorter amount of time 
to write it. it all conies down 
to Indians versus miners," said 
Wild of her acclaimed environ¬ 
mental epic. 

"You just go, 'Man, J just 
spent four years actually trying 
to loosen chat paradigm up."’ 

Instead, Wild focuses on the 
dynamic “cinematic poetry” of 


the remote Tahltan territory 
in northern British Columbia 
whe re the impact of arriving 
mining interests and their 
infrastructure are affecting 
First Nations, environmental¬ 
ists and the drillers and miners 
in equal measure. 

In fact, the stunning movie's 
polemically absent approach is 
surprising audiences enough 
to earn Wild the top prize at 
North America's largest docu¬ 
mentary film festival. Hot Docs 
— with its artistic take on en¬ 
vironmentalism and the sur¬ 
prising contradictions that lie 
at the heart of such matters. 

“There’s just a hell of a lot 
of rhetoric flying around and 
1 think it's dangerous, h ex¬ 
plained Wild of the perils of

pushy, alienating environment¬ 
al messages in movies, 

,L I figured the one thing E 
could contribute was art and 
that it's possible if you can 
create a sensuous, visceral ex¬ 
perience for people they might 
get something that they’re not 
getting through the rhetoric." 

It's not that Wild doesn't 
feel there is a place for activ¬ 
ism in cinema. 

In fact, her previous films 
— like the award-winning A 
Rustling of Leaves — have 
taken her to the front lines 
of armed rebellions and na¬ 
tive blockades. But Wild is also 
convinced that the times, they 
are a-changin’. 

“I think people are so tired 
of the doom and gloom scen¬ 
ario,” stated Wild. 

“I'm hoping that in these 
times, this idea of using a dif¬ 
ferent way of storytelling is go¬ 
ing to resonate and it’s going 
to touch more people and it's 
going to pull diamond drill¬ 
ers and linemen into the cin¬ 
ema as well as people who see 
themselves as environment¬ 
alists.'’

Others might disagree, 'there 
was a sharp intake of breath and 
furrowing of brows amongst Ians 
recently after gossip site Page Six 
reported that Disney bosses are 
"in a panic" over Rogue One, the 
first Star Wars spinoff 

It does sound serious: Disney 
execs saw a rough cut of the film, 
directed by Gareth Edwards, and 
they're "not fully satisfied" with 
the prehistory tile of how Rebel 
Alliance heroes stole plans for 
the evil Empire's Death Star 
They’ve ordered an unspeci¬ 
fied number of scenes to be 
reshoE, starting in July, which 
isn’t going to be cheap. It likely 
means calling back all or part 
of a cast that includes Felicity 
Jones, Ben Mendelsohn, forest 
Whitaker, Mads Mikkelsen and 
Diego Luna, with additional CGI 
work as well.

Kan speculation has run fear¬ 
fully amok, as it will do. Ru¬ 
mours persist online that the 
tone of Rogue One is too “dark 1 " 
and needs a few laughs. Esti¬ 
mates range as high as SO per 
cent of the film being reshol, 
a figure 1 doubt as much as I 
do the suggestion of “panic' by 
Disney overlords. The Dec. 16 
release dale is unchanged, so 
the Rogue One redo can't be all 
that drastic. 

I'm not worried. I'm actually 
delighted, if Disney seriously 
thinks it can make a better mov¬ 
ie and not just sell more toys or 


soda pop. The studio restored my 
faith in the Star Wars franchise 
with Hie Force Awakens, which 
was a far belter picture than 
the three misbegotten prequels 
by series creator G eorge Lucas, 
who could have used some good 
advice. Maybe if he'd listened, 
there wouldn't have been such 
inanities as Jar Jar Rinks and 
midi-ohlorians. 

Where is it written that Star 
Wars is above editing, or indeed 
any movie? There is an auto¬ 
matic reaction by dnephiles, and 
I’ve been guilty of this myself to 
assume that any cuts or changes 
made to a film by anyone other 
than the director or screenwriter 
are inherently wrong. 

Yet more and more I'm see¬ 
ing films that cry out lor a sharp 
eye and sharper pair of scissors. I 
counted exactly one good laugh 
in the superhero debacle Batman 
v Superman; Dawn of Justice, 
which at 2.5 hours had a run¬ 
ning time as bloated as its title. 

The excess isn't limited to the 
multiplex. Many of the films 
competing for the Palme d'Or 
at the recent Cannes film Festi¬ 
val were pushing the three-hour 
mark, with no good reason. 

Andrea Arnold won the third- 
place Jury Prize for her lyrical 
road drama American Honey, 
but she might have taken the 
Palme if she r d judiciously pared it 
to two horn's rather than nearly 
three. The picture tries the pa¬ 
tience. and at its current length 
it will lose one showing per night 
when it hits the art "house cir¬ 
cuit this fill!. I’m not advocating 
unfettered interference by stu¬ 
dios and producers. Too often 
their decisions are based on dol¬ 
lars rather than art. All the new 
superheroes introduced in the 
recent Captain America: Civil 
War were there not because it 
made fora better story (it didn't), 
but rather to set up new spinoffs 
for The Avengers franchise. And 
it was also too long. 

Yet sometimes the suits have 
a better idea of what serves a 
movie and its audience. Har¬ 
vey Weinstein did when he sug¬ 
gested to Quentin Tarantino 
that his revenge drama Kill Bill 
would work better as two regu¬ 
lar-length films than the single 
four-hour bladder-burster Tar¬ 
antino had envisioned. 

The Star Wars renovators de¬ 
serve the benefit of the doubt, 
since The Force Awakens was 
so good, and it had a few last- 
minute tweaks, too. 

But all bets are off if the 
Ewoks or Jar Jar Binks end up 
in the final cut

drove through the Keys 
Iasi November, particu¬ 
larly when we settled for a 
couple of nights in Islamor- 
ada where much of Blood¬ 
line is filmed. 

At the Palms and Pines 


resort our bartender, who 
doubled as the charter boat 
captain and looked like 
Bradley Cooper, told us how 
one of the actors from the 
series had recently stayed 
with his family here, 

Also, his wife loves Kyle 
Chandler, to which I nod¬ 
ded politely while thinking. 
“Get in line, buddy." 

Every place we visited on 
our road trip had a Blood- 
1 in e-re la ted story: “They 
were just here last night" Or 
“Kyle's regular hang-out is 
jnst up the street." And at 
every restaurant and diner, 
we ordered a slice of key 
lime pie. 

But none compared to 
the til'st slice we sampled 
in Key Largo at a roadside 
place called Mrs. Mac’s 
Kitchen, whose motto is 
"Fat well, laugh often, live 
long," 

Every slice thereafter 
caused us to flashback 
to Mrs, Mac’s, not unlike 
Bloodline toys with chronol¬ 
ogy so that the first scene 
in Season One is also one of 
the last, 

The timeline jumping 
continues in the second 
season — so much so that 1 
had to pause the show [and 
the key lime pie construc¬ 
tion) in order to read some 


episode recaps — a eureka 
moment in and of itself: So 
this is why recaps exist, l 
thought. 

Maybe the multitasking is 
why the pie. despite whip¬ 
ping it over a double boiler 
for at least 30 minutes, 
never turned into the cus¬ 
tard that "Bob" promised 
it would. It remained a pile 
of goop, even after I stuck 
the pie in the freezer for a 
couple of hours, 

Still* I didn't look back. 

1 told no lies: this is the 
key lime pie we have to 
live with. I thought, as I 
prepared two 11 shoes" after 
dinner. 

"Well, maybe it’s fit¬ 
ting that Bob's key lime 
pie looks like a Rauschen¬ 
berg painting on a plate," 
Simon said* staring down 
at the mess that bore a 
resemblance in colour pal¬ 
ette only to the slices wt 
enjoyed on that glorious 
trip to the Keys, where the 
sun never stopped shining 
and the sea was a thousand 
shades of blue. 

But let me tell you: no 
finer-tasting key lime pie 
has ever existed.

HOLLYWOOD 

Despite success, 
female-led 
comedies are 
seen as a ‘test’ 


Bridesmaids was supposed to 
■change the game for the female- 
driven comedy. Bui each new 
movie is still treated like a beta 
test for the genre and the next 
unwitting subjects are Ghost- 
busters, out July 15, and Bad 
Mqms, out July 29. Isn't it sup¬ 
posed to be summer? 

"Let’s wait and see how 
Ghostbusters does" has become 
a common phrase in the press 
and the industry — as if the 
future of female-led comedic 
blockbusters -depends on Melissa 
McCarthy, Kristen Wiig, Leslie 
Jones, and Kate McKinnon. 

It all sounds eerily familiar 
to director Paul Feig, the high 
priest of female ensemble com¬ 
edy. He heard the same thing 
with Bridesmaids. 

“It's unfair that women have 
to be put through litmus tests :l11 
the rime. What if Ghostbusters 
doesn't work?" Feig said. 

“If a giant tentpole starring 
inen doesn't do well, people 
don't go 'Oh well we can't have 
guys in movies anymore"’ 

Kay Cannon, who wrote the 
a cappella comedy bitch Perfect 
and its sequel, which together 
cost 546 million to make and 
earned 5402.9 million world¬ 
wide, has had similar experi¬ 
ences. 

“I feel like with every movie, 
we're auditioning to be mem¬ 
bers of this business," she said. 

former Universal Pictures 
Chairman Adam Fogelson, who 
greenlit Bridesmaids and Pitch 
Perfect, sees it differently. 

"1 think it is true that the 
movies are discussed that way. 
I'm not sure 1 think it's true that 
in fact each movie carries that 
weight. People tend to forget 
just how many success stories 
there are, 1 * Fogelson said, rat¬ 
tling off titles like 9 to 5, The 
first Wives Club, Bring It On, 
Clueless. Mean Girls and Baby 
Mama. 

In his mind, if Bridesmaids 
was breaking any new ground, 
it was around the K-rating. 

Pogelson's company STX 
tntertainment is behind Bad 
Moms, starring Mila Kunis, 
Kristen Bell and Kathryn Hahn, 
which he guarantees will have 
an K-mling, too. 

“There is no honest PG-13 
expression of the frustrations, 
the challenges and the hilar¬ 
ity of pursuing perfect parent¬ 
hood," fogelson said. 

He also recognizes that be¬ 
yond its R-rating, Bridesmaids 
took on an added significance 
that snowballed externally. 

Legally Blonde co-screenwrit- 
er Kirsten "Kiwi" Smith was one 


leading the charge. 

"J sent out a mass email say¬ 
ing ’Please support the endan¬ 
gered species of the female- 
driven comedy,"' Smith said. 

As with most things in Holly¬ 
wood, the effects of the film’s 
phenomenal success were com¬ 
plicated. Feig and his stars did 
well. Pitch Perfect got off the 
ground. Blit Smith’s peers 
weren’t seeing an uptick in 
project sales. 

"It was like, 'No, wait, this 
isn't supposed to be happening. 
The movie’s a hit. Now we're 
supposed to be able to sell all 
our female-driven comedies,"’ 
she said. “It didn't happen.” 

5be believes some saw Brides¬ 
maids as an anomaly. 

Feig, meanw r hile, continued 
to do his thing. 

“I was hoping that I’d be able 
to show Hollywood that these 
movies are profitable and that 
they can stop using the excuse 
that men won't show up," Feig 
said. 

He disproved the old box of¬ 
fice myth that female-led movies 
"don't travel” by creating 5py, 
a movie with all the elements 
of a marketable action-comedy 
that just happened to have a 
woman, McCarthy, as the lead. 

But, again, it seemed to only 
benefit his circle. 

"My end game v/asn't 'OK, 
Paul Feig will make all the fe¬ 
male-led movies,"' Feig said. 

Now he's dismayed that every 
summer there only seem to be 
a few, despite continued proof 
that they're just good business. 

For instance, in the summer 
of 2015. the so-called “summer 
of women." four female-led stu¬ 
dio comedies (Pitch Perfect 2, 
Train wreck, Spy, Hot Pursuit] 
made over 5715 million at the 
worldwide box office. The price 
tag: SI64 million. 

Hollywood, however, is not 
governed solely by the bottom 
line, but also by “comps." Jt 
wants proven stars and proven 
properties. 

Tfiat limits the talent pool 
and leaves less room for origin¬ 
ality, and it's forcing those in 
this genre to get creative with 
existing properties, whether it's 
gender swapping like the new 
Ghostbusters or just expanding 
a current universe like Sister 
Act (Smith and co-writer Karen 
McCullah recently turned in a 
draft for a third instalment in 
the franchise], 

“This is a means to an end 
and the most important thing 
is putting more films out there 
that feature smart, funny, strong 
and fiery women," Smith said". 

For Feig. it's still the same 
old issue. 

"It’s nice that there are 
any (female-led comedies] ... 
there just need to be more," 
he said. "Nobody should be 
celebrating or patting them¬ 
selves on the back right now."

Buenos Aires 

I'm sitting in the window of 
my friend's Manhattan apart¬ 
ment, down for a visit from U 
ofT, just into my 20s. Someone 
left a paperback on the floor 
by a writer I’d never heard of. 
Si Ivina Ocampo. It's a collec¬ 
tion called Leopoldina's Dream. 

It's late morning, the sun just 
catching my toes Ets I wedge 


myself in. By the time 1 put the 
book down, there’s a glare in 
my eyes, my feet tire ntnnh. I've 
never read anything like Oca¬ 
mpo’s genteel characters and 
living rooms, seeded with dark 
strangenesses that sprouted 
off the pages to infest my own 
twilit room. 

Though I never felt moved to 
read more of her work. 1 knew 
l had to go to Buenos Aires, the 
city that formed this remark¬ 
able voice. 

By the time E finally made it, 
the spell Ocampo had cast had 
taken root. When E stopped by 
chance into Cafe La Biela, saw 
the pictures behind the bar 
taken by Ocampo’s husband. 


watched people on the terrace 
as they watched people stream¬ 
ing to the ftecoleta Cemetery, 
and stumbled just as randomly 
on Ocampo's grave, it no longer 
seemed she had made much of 
her strangeness up. 

Paris: 

Though it’s not unusual for a 
book to move you. books that 
physically propel you are rare. 
But when they do, they can do 
so powerfully, obsessively. 

I had been to Tatis already 
w r hen I read Cyril Collard, 
for instance. Bnt the city in 
Condamne amour and Les nuits 
fauves convinced me 1 hadn't, 
really seen it. and needed to. 


These novels about a young, 
good-looking bisexual man 
with AIDS drew out a Tarts of 
prejudice and passion, ofWest 
African banlieues and North 
African lovers, a Paris that still 
throbbed with the sorts of stor¬ 
ies I'd seen embalmed in the 
liiileri.es. 

[ went back to Paris five yea is 
later, and on that as on every 
subsequent trip back, it’s Col- 
lard’s Paris I've visited. 1 used 
to think the old, interesting bits 
of Paris w r ere all architectural. 
Collard knew better. 

Norway 

Unlike Paris, Norway didn't 
occupy even a corner of my 
consciousness before starting 
to read Karl Ove Knausgaard's 
My Struggle. But the personal 
and emotional specificity that's 
the heart of the epic memoir 
spilled over into the geography 
and hooked me. 

So I took the Hurtigmten, a 
hybrid of a ferry and a cruise 


ship, down the Norwegian coast 
to see as many of the sorts of 
small towns that he described 
growing up in as I could. They 
w r ere sombre and well cared 
for, the people a hybrid them¬ 
selves of prosperous and rural, 
everything imbued with and 
encompassed by Knausgaard. 
And as a result, I found, like 
Knausgaard. “everything 1 saw r 
... was ablaze with beauty.” 

.Mexico City 

Gabriel Garda Marquez wrote 
about Colombia the way Joyce 
wrote about Dublin, from away, 
and the effect on my reading 
of his books has not been a 
curiosity about Macoudo, but 
about where he chose to live 
almost his entire professional 
life, from 1968 to his death two 
years ago: Mexico City, 

How great did a city have to 
be, 3 w r ondered, to keep this 
man’s attention for that long? 

It took me less than a day 
there to realize that Mexico 


City is the centre of the Latin 
American world. 

As J waited for the elevator 
up to my room. Gloria Kstefan 
was stepping out of hers. As I 
ascended the steps of Mexican 
billionaire Carlos Slim’s new r art 
gallery, he was walking down 
them. Christina Aguilera on 
his amt. 

Newfoundland 

Newfoundland literature fish¬ 
es in very deep seas, creating 
a plenitude of its own out of 
the Winters (Kathleen and Mi¬ 
chael), Lisa Moore. Ken Bab- 
stock, George Murray Elisabeth 
de Mariaffi. 

But the one book that set the 
place in my head like no other 
was Michael Cnimmey's Galore. 

His epically idiosyncratic por¬ 
trayal of out poll life drew me 
to spend most of my week's 
trip last June in the smaller 
towns of the Avalon Peninsula, 
places such as St. Bride's and 
Plate Cove West, with a tour 
company appropriately named 
Wildlands. 

The food was ridiculous (one 
homemade cake included both 
Dream Whip and jello powder; 
it was delicious), the accents 
often inscrutable aud. after 
seven days, Galore seemed a 
lot less fictional than it had.
